1987 OTVARC RUSTY KEY CONTEST RULES 


@ DATE AND TIME: Thursday, September 10, 1987 from 7:30 - 9:00 p.m. (Local Time) 


@ FREQUENCY: 21000 to 21150 KHz (15 Meter CW subband) 
Start working on the “lower end” (21100 KHz) and move up from there. 


@ OBJECTIVE: To work as many stations as possible during the contest period and in so doing 
promote the spirit of friendly competition and sportsmanship. To improve our proficiency in 
making CW contacts and to give all participants a chance to meet fellow club members and others 
in the amateur community. New and inexperienced operators are especially invited to 
participate. 


@ EXCHANGE: Call, Name, City and Year First Licensed (example: N7HJD/T, Amy, Portland, 85) 


e SCORING: All contacts with Novice stations (signing /N "stroke N") or Technician stations 
(signing /T “stroke T") count as two (2) points each. All other contacts count as one (1) point. 
Each different call sign prefix (ie. W7, K7, WA7, WB7, KA7, KB7, etc.) counts as a 
multiplier. 


For example, during the contest you work five Novice/Technician stations and fifteen others. 
Further, you compile ten call sign prefixes. Your total claimed score would be 250 points, 
calculated as follows: 


5 contacts x 2 points per contact = 10 points 
plus 15 contacts x 1 point per contact = 15 points
